The project must be’ started _by Linda Hodge, Editor, 


within 90 days of the grant ap- 
proval and completed by Feb- 
ruary 28, 2011 if no extensions 
are granted, 

Lift stations involved are #1, 
at Pea River Bridge, costing 
$218,000; #3, off Smith. Av- 
enue, costing $226,000; #8, the 
Putnam Street’ pump, costing 
$248 600 and #10, on Martin 
Luther ,King. Drive, . costing 
$232,600. 

The different cost numbers 
are ‘due to the néed for larger 
pumps and stronger standby 
generators at some of the loca- 
tions.
